THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL, 


King-Harmon’s Probable Successor—Recap- 
ture of a Dangerous Convict. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, June 12.—I1t is a significent proof of 
the vaiue attached to official utterances in the 
House of Commons that in spite of Smith’sdec- 
laration last night, thatthe Government do 
not intend to drop the licensing clauses of the 
local government bill, not even the Govern- 
ment supporters profess to accept the state- 
ment in its literal sense. The fact is, as I 
stated Saturday, that the ministers have de- 
cided to withdraw the compensation clauses, 
and the only question presented is whether 
the licensing clauses shall be withdrawn al- 
together, or merely those respecting com- 
pensation. A large proportion of the Tory 
members incline to the former course; that is 
to say, to leave the newly elected country 
councils withdraw any power to deal 
with public houses. Careful inquiry has 
led to the discovery that had the Government 
persevered in the clauses as they stood, defeat 
was absolutely certain. One of the most 
prominent opponents of the clauses is a Tory 
member, Howorth, nicknamed ‘‘the Times’ 
polite letter-writer,’’ on account of his long 
communications to that paper, den cing 
the Parneliites in vigorous language. His 
amendment hostile to compensation is enthu- 
siastically supported py the temperance advo- 
cates. Even when the compensation ques- 
tion shall be disposed of or indefinitely 
shelved, the course of the Government will 
not at all be plain sailing. Yesterday, 
on the question of having a cértain pro- 
portion of the county Councilmen selected by 
the people, instead of being elected by the 
people, several Unionists and Tories voted 
against the proposal. Those London Tory 
membegs who did vote in favor, did so only 
on the distinct understanding that there will 
be a free vote against the application of the 
same principles to the government of the 
metropolis.

The defense 
Was that a cornet band was rehearsing up- 

irs over the saloon and that the door to the 
ar-room had been left open incidentally 
while the proprietor was looking for the key 
to the room above. The jury made short 
work of this case, returning a verdict of ac- 
quittal in less than ten minutes. 

Henry Bachman, the Concordia Park keep- 
‘er, then appeared as defendant on the a 
of beer selling. He swore that he had no I- 
cense as a dramshop keeper the first Sunday 
of his arrest and therefore could not be prose- 
cuted under the Sundaylaw. This case, with 
others like it, will be referred to the Police 
Court. Judge Noonan yesterday instructed 
for conviction, if the evidence would so ad- 
mit, whether liquor was sold orthe saloon 
merely kept open, telling the jury in the event 
of the defendant being found gulity to assess 
his punishment ata fine not less than $50 nor 
more than $200. 

THE JUDGE'S INSTRUCTIONS 
will no doubt be uniform in all the Sunday 
law cases brought before him, a type of the 
instructions appearing in the case of Lyons, 
as follows: 

It the jury believe and find from the evi- 
dence that the defendant, Dan J. Lyons, at 
the city of St. Louis, on the 2d day of May, 
1888, the same — * the first day of the week, 
commonly calied egg had a license duly 
fesued by and under the laws of the State 
‘of Missouri as a dramshop-keeper at No. 
1244 North Broadway of said city, and that the 
gaid defendant did on said day keep open such 
dramshop or drinking saloon, or that he dia 
sell, give away or otherwise dispose or suffer 
the same to be done upon or about his premi- 
ges any intoxicating liquors in any quantity, 
they will find the defendant guilty as charged 
in the information, and assess his punish- 
ment ata fine of not less than $50 nor more 


than $200. 

If the jury believe, and find from the evi- 
dence thatthe defendant, on the day men- 
tioned, sold a quantity of beer, and that said 
beer was a distillea or fermented liquor, such 
distilled and fermented liquors are declared 
by law to be intoxicating, and the jury are 
bound to so regard them; and it makes no dif- 
ference whether such distilled or fermented 
Uanors are in point of fact intoxicating or not. 

These instructions — to cover the law, 
ana no criticism has been brought to bear 
upon them thus far. Little comment was 
heard this morning from either the moistly or 
aridly inclined on the subject of yesterday’s 
jory cases, the lack of evidence being such as 

scarcely warrant any conclusion one way or 

This was the view taken by 
SECRETARY PHILIP STOCK 
of the Brewers’ Association. To a Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter he said: I will watch with 
interest the cases set for trial this afternoon, 
as on their disposition will hang much of the 
whole question. It, after the instructions 
given by Judge Noonan, a jury insists upon 
returning a verdict of not ilty, even when 
it has been pretty clearly shown that the de- 
fendant actually sold liquor on Sunday, the 
law is in a fair way to be- 
come a dead letter. When juries will 
not convict, what are you going to do? The 
Sunday law has become a dead letter in New 
York and I do not think the chances for its 
perpetuation in St. Louis are the best. But 
you must understand that our association has 
nothing to do with this matter now. Mr. 
McGinnis, our attorney, has even promised 
that he would take no part in the 
trial of saloon-keepers and I was surprised to 
see that he appeared for Bachman in the Con- 
cordia Park case. Still that was a matter of a 
license and not ge mea | a Sunday law case. 
As for yesterday’s trials, littie importance can 
be attributed to them by reason of their insig- 
nificant nature.’’

10 CANVASS THE CITY FOR VOTERS WHO 
HAVE NOT REGISTERED. 


Meeting of the Vest Club to Decide on the 
Future of that Organization—A Proposi- 
tien to Extend the Club Membership to 
Organizations Throughout the State—The 
Republican Club — Preparing for the 
Trip to Chicago—Pelitical Notes. 


Now thatthe season of jollification is over 
and the $40,002.60 raised for entertainment has 
been expended the Hendricks Association is 
turning its attention to the more serious con- 
siderations of the coming campaign. The item 
of $8 for cheese and crackers reported by 
Secretary Lane went through without a pro- 
test, though it was feared by the accountants 
thatthis extravagant expenditure for such 
items would hardly go through without ob- 
jection. The expenses for ‘‘liquid hospital- 
ities’’ are considered of a private character, 
and willnot be given out. The item is the 
most important in the list. 

The Executive Committee has been in- 
structed to report a plan for registering all 
the Democratic voters of the city. Since the 
changes of precincts and wards and the ses- 
sions of the Boards of Revision, which cut off 
over twelve thousand names, the statisticians 
of the Association are at sea as to the political 
complexion of the city. Chairman Swift of 
the Executive Committee has been called 
out of town by private business, 


and until his return the committee will not 
take up for consideration the plans for secur- 
ing a full precinct registration throughout the 
city. 

There are several candidates who want 
places on the fall ticket. It is suggested to 
call on these as the parties most in interest for 
assistance in securing a full Democratic reg- 
istration. 

President Bannerman of the First Ward is 
preparing to reorganize the First Ward Club, 
to secure registration for the Democrats of 
that ward. 

The Tenth Ward Democrats are also organ 
ized and announce themselves as able to look 
out for the lists in the Tenth Ward. Clubs 
are in the course of organization in several of 
the wards, but they have not yet taken up the 
question of registration. The Central Com- 
mittee is moving along with an empty treas- 
ury and cannot be relied on to take care of 
this important matter. 


Vest Club Plans. 


The Vest Democratic Club will meet to-mor- 
row evening at the Lindell Hotel, where the 
future of that organization will be discussed.

ALL ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE TWENTY- 
FIFTH SAENGERFEST COMPLETED. 


Test of the Hall’s Acoustic Properties—The 
Rehearsals Westerday and To-Day—Ex- 
pected Arrival of Visiting Societies—To- 
Morrow’s Parade—The Orders and Line— 
Marshals, Adjutants and Uniforms—The 
First Concert, 


There’s masic in the air in St. Louis now. 
That the great Saengerfest, the greatest of 
the twenty-five gatherings of the German 
singing societies, is about to begin seems to 
have just been fully realized. 

The arrival of the soloists, and a magnifi- 
cent group of singers they are, made the 
preparations appear business-like, and the 
musical furor took possession of the city. 

Yesterday there was not a minute of the day 
in which the line of purchasers at the box- 
office in Balmer & Weber’s store was broken, 
and to-day the gathering amounted to a rush 
and officers were needed to keep the throng in 
order. 

The advance sales have been very large, the 
amounts of each daymeeting to the full ‘the 
anticipation of the managers. Itis necessary 
that it should be large as the expenses 
are extremely heavy, but it would be 
wonderful if it were not large as 
the event of this week will go down in the 
record as the greatest of its kind.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 13.—The.case of 
the Rev. Howard T. Widdemer of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church of the Beloved Disci- 
ples, has passed through the hands of the 
ecclesiasticalcourt and the sentence is now 
with Bishop Whitaker, The conelusions of 
the court were made known yesterday after a 
session in the Sunday-school room of the 


Church of the Epiphany. Tbe five members 
composing the judicial body were divided. A 
majority, consisting of the Rev. Messrs. Ely 
Gibson and Faulkner, found that the accused 
was guilty of an uncanonical act in marrying 
after a divoree on grounds other than 
adultery, but there no agreement on a 

enalty. Mr. Ely of St. Michael’s Church, 
rermantown, wanted five years’ suspension ; 
Mr. Brown, the court’s chairman, demanded 
deposition, and the Rev. George G. Field of 
St. John’s Church, Coatesville, called for a 
suspension of Mr. Widdemer as long as he 
gine the present Mrs. Widdemer as his wife. 

he Bishop may now issue a sentence, or if he 
so desires, may call fora new trial and have 
the case again considered. Mr. Widdemer 
was tried on three charges, but on two of the 
three there was but one vote for conviction, 
that of the Rev. Henry Brown. These 
charges were of immorality and of violation 
of ordination views as a minister of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. 

Several opinions were read in one of which, 
by the Rey. Mr. Field, a 7 was urged for 
mercy toward one united with the judges in the 
ministry of God. Mr. Field exhibited the 
ambiguous state of the Church’s canons on 
the subject of divorce, which is forbidden ex- 
cept where allowed by the Word of God.’’ 
He asked the question What is God's 
Word?’’ During the reading of the Court's 
opinion by the Rev. O. W. Duane, the Secre- 
tary, there were various demonstrations of 
reproach and denunciation from the friends 
and enemies of Mr. Widdemer. When 
the Rev. Henry Brown recommended 
deposition there was very audible renee. 
The defendant maintained a look of quiet 
submission throughout his trial. It is claimed 
that if Mr. Widdemer is sentenced under the 
finding of the ecclesiastical tribunal the case 
will be appealed to the civil courts. r. 
Widdemer is a very popular preacher and has 
greatly bullt up the Church of the Beloved 
Disciples during his pastorate. The charges 
were brought against him by two men, 
formerly members of his church, one of 
whom had been a vestryman. 


SHALER’S BRIGADE. 


The Commander and His Staff Holding a Re- 
union at Gettysburg.

PHILADELPHIA, „ June 12.—Gen. Alex 
Shaler and his staff, of what was known as 
Shaler’s Brigade during the war, arrived from 
New York last night and registered at the Con- 
tinental Hotel. This morning they took the 
7:30 train at the Broad Strect Station for Get- 
tysburg, where to-day, Wednesday and 
Thursday there will be areunionof the sur- 
vivors of the regiments that composed the 


brigade twenty-five years ago. The regiments 
were the Sixty-fifth, Sixty-seventh and One 
Hundred and Twenty-second New York, 
and the Twenty-third and 3 
Pennsylvania volunteers. The Sixty- 
fifth New York was the New York 
Chasseurs, of which Gen. Shaler was 
Colonel. The S8ixty-Seventh was 1 the 
First Long Island, but was classified in the 
volunteers’ roster as the Sixty-seventh New 
York. The survivors of these New York and 
Pennsylvania regiments invited Gen. Shaler 
and his staff to take part in the re-union. 
Gen. Shaler’s party includes the General and 
his wife, Col. Wm, De C. Broughton, Maj. C. 
H. Tucker and Col. John B. Woodruff of New 
York, Col. John Oakey of Brooklyn, ex-Dis- 
taict-Attorney of Kings County, who was the 
brigade quartermaster, Col. Samuel Trues- 
dell and Samuel Truesdell, Jr., of Brooklyn, 
Col. L. W. Ford, Mrs. Matthew Shaler, Mrs. 
Jussen and Mrs. Fred Grow. 

A member of the old brigade staff said: 
We thought we would go up to Gettysburg a 
littie ahead of the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the battle, which occurs next month, and 
havea little reunion before thecrowd gets 
there, The reunion will take place on the 
field. There will be between 40,000 and 50,000 
people at Gettysburg on the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of the battle, and there would not 
be much room for us to hold a reunion there 
on account of the crowds.’’

Gubernatorial Appointments Without Con- 
sent of the State Senate.

rRENTON, N. J., June 12.—A case involving 
the right of the Governor to make appoint- 
ments of County Prosecutors of the Pleas, in- 
dependent of the State Senate, came before 
the Supreme Court yesterday. E. W. Crane 
was last winter nominated by Gov. Green for 
Prosecutor in Essex County, but the Senate

THE MAYOR DECLINES. 


HE WILL NOT BE MADE A CAT’S-PAW FOR 
THE BELL CO. 


President MHitchcock’s Proposition That 
the City Shall Sue for Telephones Ke- 
fused—Mayor Francis Says There Is No 
Longer a Telephone Company and He 
Will Not Undertake the Manufacture of 

_ One—One, Hundred and Sixty-Five Instru- 
ments Now Out—The Meeting of Protest- 
ing Citizens at the Mercantile—Develop- 
ments in the Telephone Fight. 


Up to to-day 161 telephones had been taken 
from subscribers of the Bell Telephone Co. of 
Missouri since June 4, when that company re- 
solved that it would not renew. contracts. 
Four more instruments were taken out to- 
day bringing the total up to 165. There were 
over 2,100 subscribers before the resolution 
against renewal was passed. Some of those 
who remain have from six months to nearly a 
year to run on their contracts, but at 
the rate the list has been mown down 
in the past eight days more than 
half will be gone by the last of July. 
Manager Durant was asked if the company 
would not commute contracts of subscribers 
under the circumstances." He asked if the 
value of the service was lessened by a de- 
crease in the number of subscribers. Receiv- 
ing an affirmative answer, he asked: ‘‘Should 
we not then charge more when there is a large 
number of subscribers than when there are 


few?“ 
UNEXPIRED SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


But there are subscribers who have in- 
struments solely to talk to one or two sub- 
scribers on the list. If you take those instru- 
ments out of what use are instruments left the 
first-named subscribers?’’ 

„That is a bridge we have not come to 
vet.

I have not talked with a sub- 
scriber who is not willing that his instrument 
shall be taken outand stay out forever rather 
— ¥ y a higher rate for * service 
than is just and reasonable. The ordinance 
was carefully considered and the $50 rate was 
fixed upon as being neither too high nor too 
low. It was comsidered from all the evidence 
heard as to the cost of the service to be a fair 
rate. The reason of the fight the ore, is 
making I think you will find lies in this: he 
American Bell Telephone Co. owns, I am told, 
51 per cent of the stock ofthe Bell Telephone 
Co. It is similarly interested in all the tele- 
phone companies of the country. It cannot 
afford to let a municipality legislate away any 
of its prefits without a vigorous protest, asif 
St. Louis, Rochester and Indiana are suc- 
cessful in regulating the price of telephones 
other cities and States will legislate in the 

same direction.’’ 

The prevailing tone of the meeting was 
strongly in favor of supporting the city, and 
a action taken was in accordance with that 
idea, 

HITCHCOCK’S PROPOSITION. 

E. A. Hitchcock, President of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. of Missouri, last evening addressed 
a letter to Mayor D. R. Francis proposing as a 
settlement of the difficulty that the city make 
immediate application to one of the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of Missouri for an alterna- 
tive writ of mandamus directed to the com- 
pany and returnable on Monday, June 18, to 
which day the court now stands adjourned; 
such writ to require the company to show 
cause why a peremptory writ should not issue 
commanding the company to furnish to the 
City of St. Louis one or more telephones to be 
used in connection with the Telephone Ex- 
change at an annual charge not exceeding 
850 per telephone, in accordance with pro- 
visions of the recently approved ordinance. 
If the city will do this Mr. Hitchcock pledges 
his attorneys will waive formal issue of the 
writand respond in such manner as to bring 
the question of the validity of the 
ordinance before the court, He 
does this, Mr. Hitchcock says be- 
cause he is advised that the ordinance 
is utterly void, and that its attempted en- 
forcement by thecity authorities is a usurp- 
ation as prose and unlawful as though the 
Municipal Assembly should dictate to the 
bankers of this city their rates for discounting 


notes or to grocers the selling price of their 


goods. Nottoresist such usurpation would, 
in Mr. Hitehcock’s opinion, be a flagrant 
breach of trust on the part of the directors in 
respect to the property rights and franchises 
committed to their care. 

He says: The question is not whether this 
or that rate is too high or too low, It is sim- 

ly whether the Municipal Assembly has any 
fawful right to ix or prescribe any rate what- 
ever for the use of telephones in the city.’’ 
Further on in his remarkable letter Jir. 
Hitchcock raises the question of cost of serv- 
ice, which in the quoted paragraph he refused 
to raise. He says: If the company submits to 
the unlawful dictation of the city authorities 
the directors know that its business must be 
carried on at an actual average cost per tele- 
plone largely in excess of the maximum pre- 
scribed, leaving the mere question of time 
how soon current expenses shall eat up 
capital, He mentions the threat of the Mayor 
to remove unused poles and wires from the 
street and says, ‘‘these alleged threats are 
made by a municipality from which this com- 
pany hes never asked or received a 
single franchise, though prompey paying its 
fullshare of municipal taxes and complying 
with all valid municipal regulations.’’ He 
regrets the widespread inconvenience the 
action of the companyin refusing to renew 
contracts has caused, but says it was forced to 
take its position from motives of self-preser- 
vation. 

THE MAYOR DECLINES, 

This afternoon Mayor Francis addressed the 
following clear-cut reply to Mr. Hitehcock. 
It very thoroughly defines the position of the 
city’s executive in the fight.

IT IS NOT CANCER, 


That Is Sir Morrell Mackenzie’s View of the 
Emperor’s Disease. 


Dr. A. C. Bernays returned from his Eu- 
ropean trip yesterday, having left Southamp- 
ton by one of the North German Lloyd steam- 
ers, which he pronounces floating palaces. 
During his tour on the Continent Dr. Bernays 
had the good fortune to visit the Schloss Char- 
lottenburg, the castle where the German 
Emperor lies dying by inches, watched 


over b his devoted wife and the 
little staff of medical advisors who can make 
easy the royal sufferer’s last hours, even if 
they cannot much prolong his life. : 

Dr. Bernays spent an afternoon chatting 
with Sir Morrell Mackenzie, the English phy- 
sician of whom his German confreres are said 
to be so jealous, but in whom the Empress has 
great faith. Speaking of his visit, Dr. Bernays 
remarked to a Post- DISPATCH reporter who had 
called on him at his office: ‘‘The castle, as 
you know, is beautifully situated in the 
suburbs of Berlin, being located from the city 
such a distance as may be covered ina car- 
riage ride of an hour, or somewhat further if 
the street cars are taken. I must confess 
that the princely pile did not over- 
power me with awe, as the Dbuild- 
ng has been badly cared for, and is 
much neglected at the present. The walls 
were stuccoed and the stucco is peeling off in 
great patches, while the interior from a prac- 
tical American point of view is sadly lacking 
in what we would call modern conveniences. 
There is no gas, to begin with, but the Ger- 
mans don’t mind that. The best hotels fur- 
nish wax candles, and these, together with 
coal oil lamps, are the only means of illumin- 
ation. They may be more esthetic, but it 
takes a large number to make a light in any 
way brilliant. In the matter of heati the 
castle is dependent on stoves, wo ein 
used as a fuel to chase the chill from the vas 
rooms. Of course I talked with Sir Morrell 
about the Emperor’s condition. He told me 
that the dying man could survive but 
a short time, and that for his part he was con- 
vinced the Emperor’s disease was not cancer. 
Beyond this he would not venture an opinion 
intimating, however, that he was a uainted 
with the nature of the malady, The Emperor 
of course, is confined to the most simple o 
diets and much thought and time 
is expended in endeavoring to vary 
the menu that, without injuring 
him, the billof fare may not cloy upon his 
pales. To this end the Empress and Dr. 

ackenzie spend an hour every morning in 
consultation, and when dinner is served it is 
not unusual for several friends of the royal 
family to be present at the meal when the 
Emperor is strong enough to sitat the table,

The Nocturnal Kxpeditions of a Gang of 
Treasure Hunters.

GREENFIELD HILL, Conn., June 12.—Prepa- 
rations are being quietly madeto again dig 
for buried treasure in a cave that has been the 
center of interest for many years, about five 
miles from here.

Extradition Laws. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drraron. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12.—Senator Gray 
yesterday introduced an important bill, pre- 
pared in the State Department, to amend the 
laws relating to the extradition of criminals. 
The bill provides that whenever a fugitive 
criminal is apprehended, or warrant issued, 
without a certificate from the Secretary of 
State to the effect that his surrender is sought 


dy a foreign state with which the United 


States shall have an extradition treaty, such 
criminal shall forthwith be brought before an 
officer authorized to conduct examinations 


in such cases, and shall be discharged 
without examination unless a certifi- 
cate shall be forthcoming within 


reasonable length of time. A fugitive crim- 
al may not be surrendered until the expira- 
tion of fifteen days from the date of his com- 
mitment unless he shall voluntarily elect to 
return without delay to the demanding state 
for trial. If a fugitive criminal brought 
within the United States by proceedings in ex- 
tradition be acquitted of the offense for which 
he was extradited, or if the prosecution shall 
fail or be discontinued, he may thereafter be 
tried for another offense, provided that if the 
treaty under which he was surrendered for- 
bids his trial for any other offense than that
